A NOTEWORTHY GIFT. 
BY THE REV. JOHN R. HYKES. 


TEN THOUSAND NINE HUNDRED PROTESTANT CHRIS- 
TIAN WOMEN IN CHINA PRESENT A NEW TESTA- 
MENT TO THE EMPRESS DOWAGER ON HER SIX- 
TIETH BIRTHDAY. 


The present Empress Dowager is the most remark- 
able woman in China, and she will rank with the 
greatest and most illustrious of her sex in any land. 
At the close of 1861 His Majesty, Hienfung, ended 

his troubled reign and ascended to the Dragon 
Throne on high. A foreign foe had driven him from 
his capital and ruined his palaces, and the country 
was rent and devastated by the Taiping rebels. Ifto 
this be added the plots and intrigues of the powerful 
‘courtiers whom the debauched sovereign had allowed 
to engross the reins of government, a more gloomy 
or inauspicious outlook could scarcely be imagined 


for the delicate child of six years to whom was left 


the throne of his ancestors. It was happy for China 
that at this critical period a person of the Empress 
Dowager’s character and ability should come forward 
and assume the power of a regency during the minor- 
ity of the child-emperor. She discovered and frus- 


trated the plot to destroy the family of the late Em- 
peror and to seize the government, got the young 
Tung-Chi safely within the Forbidden City, and im- 
mediately began to make her power and personality 
felt as the real ruler of the Middle Kingdom. The 
wonderful skill with which she directed the craft of 
state during the minority of the Emperor Tung-Chi 
has excited the profound admiration of her subjects. 
In 1873 Tung-Chi attained his majority and assumed 
control of the government, but hers was the ruling 
spirit in his short reign. When Tung-Chi was gath- 
ered to his fathers and his cousin—the present Emper- 
or ascended the Dragon Throne at the age of four 
years—the Empress Dowager again saved the country 
from disaster, and she has been a sovereign in fact 
for the twenty years of his reign. Thus for thirty- 
three years this remarkable woman has been the 
ruler of one third of the human race, and her reign 
has been a most beneficent one. 

On the 7th of November she celebrated her 6otk 
birthday, and as she had completed one cycle, the 
occasion was to be one of national rejoicing and fes- 
tivity. Great preparations were made for making 
this the most brilliant affair of its kind in the history 
of China. 

Early in February some missionary ladies in 


_Ningpo suggested to the Shanghai Missionary Con- 
- ference that the Protestant Christian women.of China 


take advantage of this auspicious occasion to present 
the Empress Dowager with a copy of the Bible, 
specially printed and elegantly bound for the purpose. 
The Missionary Association regarded the suggestion 
as a very happy one, and appointed the following 
committee to carry it into effect, viz.: Rev. William 
Muirhead, D.D., of the London Mission; Ven. Arch- 
deacon Thomson, of the Protestant Episcopal Mis- 
sion; Rev. John Stevenson, Deputy-Director of the 
China Inland Mission; Mrs. Fitch, of the American 
Presbyterian Mission; Mrs. Richard, of the Scotch 
United Presbyterian Mission ; Mr. Samuel Dyer, agent 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society; and Rev. 
John R. Hykes, Agent of the American Bible Society. 

The committee decided that it would be better to 
present only the New Testament, rather than the 
whole Bible, and selected the version known as the 
“Delegates” as the most suitable for the purpose. 
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This, the most chaste and scholarly of all the Classi- 
cal versions of the Chinese New Testament, was first 
published in 1847; and it is a remarkable fact that 
Dr. Medhurst’s Chinese teacher, Mr. Wang, to whose 
scholarly attainments we are indebted for the beauti- 
ful style of this version, was alive to write the intro- 
duction to this presentation copy for the Empress 
Dowager. The committee are also indebted to him 
and several other eminent Chinese scholars for going 
over the whole book and changing the characters 
which had become obsolete on account of their form- 
ing a part of the name of some ruling sovereign. To 
have retained them in this copy would have very se- 
riously offended the Chinese ideas of propriety. 

The book was put to press in April, at the Presby- 
terian Mission Press in this city, and the Agents of the 
two Bible Societies were requested to superintend 
the work and to read the proofs. The book was 
finished and delivered to the committee on the 29th 
of October. It is royal quarto size, 10x 13 x2 inches, 
is printed on the finest paper procurable, and in the 
largest size of movable, metallic-type. The border 
around the page is in gold. It is beyond question the 
finest work ever turned out by any press in China, 
and great credit is due to Mr. McIntosh, to whom its 
marvellous beauty and perfection are due. The 
printing alone cost over $275. The book is elegantly 
bound in solid silver boards made in Canton. The 
ornamentation is bamboo and birds in relief, and the 
workmanship is exquisite. The name of the book, 
“Complete New Testament,” is in large characters 
of solid gold, riveted to the cover. On the centre of 
the cover is a gold plate, on which is the inscription, 
“Classic of Salvation for the World.” The back is 
old-gold plush. The book was enclosed ina solid 
silver casket, similar in design to the covers of the 
book, and lined with plush. The casket rested ina 
plush-covered box, and this in a teak-wood case. 
The Chinese say that the bamboo is an emblem of 
peace, the birds are messengers; the design, there- 
fore, conveys to the Empress Dowager a “ Message 
of Peace” from her Christian subjects. The casket, 
which is 154 x 12% x 4% inches, contains 104 pounds 
of silver; covers of the book, 4% pounds. The en- 
tire cost of the book and casket was not much under 
$1,200. 

In response to the 1,500 English and 3,000 Chinese 
circulars sent by the committee to all parts of China, 
they received about $1,200 from over 10,000 Christian 
women, representing 29 different missionary organi- 
zations, 

The introduction was prepared by our venerable 
missionary, the Rev. William Muirhead, D.D., and 
the letter to accompany the gift was written by Mrs. 
Richard. 

' The book was sent to Tientsin by a party of mis- 
sionaries who were leaving for the North on the 
evening of the 29th of October. From Tientsin it was 
taken to Peking by the Rev. H. H. Lowry, D.D., where 
it arrived on the 11th of November. The next morn- 
ing it was presented to the Empress Dowager by the 


ministers of the Tsung-li yamen, through the kind 


offices of Mr. O’Conor, H. B. M.’s Minister, and Col. 

Charles Denby, Minister for the United States. 
Although the Empress Dowager’s birthday was on 

the 7th of November, and the presentation was un- 


t 
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avoidably delayed till the 12th, the time could not 
have been more opportune, for the present from 
Queen Victoria was sent in on the same day. 

Dr. Lowry writes: “Col. Denby was exceedingly. 
pleased with the book, and great credit is due to all 
who had to do with its preparation. I incidentally 
heard yesterday that one of the chief eunuchs from 
the palace was purchasing the Bible and all Christian 
books he could get; that the Emperor wanted to 
read them all. If this is true, that in itself is sufficient 
result of sending the Bible.” > 

In connection with this event it is interesting to 
know that “about the year 1856 a special fund was 
given to the American Bible Society to enable it to 
present a copy of the English Bible to each of the 
reigning monarchs of the world.” A copy was sent 
to the Emperor of China. It was brought out from 
New York by the late Bishop W. J. Boone, Sr., on 
the ship “Golden Rule,” and it was presented to the 
Emperor, Hien-Feng, by the United States Minister, 
the Hon. Mr. Burlingame. Hien-Feng was the con- 
sort of the present Empress Dowager. This is the 
first time, so far as we know, that a copy of the New 
Testament in the Chinese languaze has been received 
into the Imperial Palace. It is certainly the first time 
that such a gift has been made to one high in author- 
ity within the precincts of the Forbidden City. Fol- 
lowed as it is by the prayers of more than ten thou- 
sand Christian women, we have every reason to 
believe that it will be read, and to hope that it will 
make some “ wise unto salvation.” ; 

Since writing the above I have received the follow- 
ing most interesting letter from our representative in 
Peking, Mr. T. J. N. Gatrell: 

‘* PEKING, November 14, 1894. 

“My Dear Sir: The Testament for the Empress 
was exhibited here last Saturday, and it won the ad- 
miration of all who saw it. 

“It was sent into the Palace on Monday, and the 
prayers that followed it seem already to have been 
answered, for on Monday morning at half past ten a 
finely-dressed eunuch named Li, who said he was one 
of the ‘inner palace’ men, went to our bookstore to 
buy some books. He carried a slip of paper on 
which was written: ‘One Old Testament, one New 
Testament.’ Wang Yu Chou, my helper at the store, 
who is an educated fellow, was struck by the uncom- 
mon look of the characters, and was led to ask who 
had written them. The eunuch replied: ‘The Em- 
peror.’ ‘Indeed,’ said Wang, ‘to-day the women of 
the Christian Church in China have presented the 


Empress Dowager with a copy of the New Testa- — 


ment.’ ‘Yes ;’ answered the eunuch, ‘the Emperor 


has seen it, and now wishes to see copies of the books ~ 


of the Jesus religion.’ 
“When the books were got ready and had been 
paid for, Wang secretly took the slip of paper and 


laid it away on one of the shelves, but the eunuch. 
soon missed it, and he was in a great state until it 
“Tt will never 


was returned to him, when he said: 
do for me to lose the Emperor’s order.’ 


“ As he was leaving, Wang gave him a catechism 


and a copy of the Proverbs for his own use. He was 


very pleased, and promised to show them to other 


eunuchs in the palace. ig 


“At half past twelve he returned to the bookstore. 
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with the New Testament, the leaves of which were, 
many of them, turned up. He said that the Emperor 
had looked it through, and had picked out a number 
of imperfections in the printing. It was quickly 
changed for a perfect copy, which the eunuch took 
possession of. While he and Wang were talking 
about it, another eunuch hurried into the store and 
called out: ‘Get one with large characters.’ Not 
having the whole Testament in large type, the copy 
just selected was taken. 

j “That the eunuch came directly from the Emperor 
is undoubtedly true, and I think he learned the names 
‘Old’ and ‘New Testament’ from the introduction to 
the imperial present. 

“Our hearts should go out in prayer that God will, 
by his spirit, take the things of Christ and show them 
unto the Emperor of this great land. If he is really 
seeking Christ, how we should pray that Satan may 
not hinder and prevent his finding ! 

“T have spread this news among all I have come 
in contact with during the past two days. It ought to 
be circulated throughout the world. I hope all the 
Chinese women who gave their mite toward the Em- 
press Dowager’s present will hear of it. Our book- 
store is having royal patronage.

GENERAL INTRODUCTION TO THE NEW TESTAMENT. 
[By request of the committee the venerable Dr. Muirhead 

prepared in English the following Introduction, which was 

then translated into Chinese by Mr. Wang-Tao, an eminent 
scholar who had aided in making what is known as ‘‘the 

Delegates’ Version.” This literal retranslation of the 

Chinese shows the peculiarities of the language when used 

to express religious ideas. ] 

The New Testament is a sacred classic for the sav- 
ing of the world. In ancient times wise and holy 
men were favored with communications of the will of 
God, and made them known to all. They spoke of 

“his love and compassion for the world, and his gift of 

salvation to it. Inthe beginning all was a complete 
chaos, when God created the heavens and the earth 
and all things. He also made our first parents, and 
bestowed upon them a virtuous moral nature, causing 
them to enjoy great happiness. He did not mean 
that they should gradually die, that their heavenly 
nature should be impaired, and that by opposition 
and rebellion they should sin against God. Much 
less was it His will that the sin of our first parents 
should go on incessantly and be prolonged to after 
ages, affecting the whole human race, vitiating their 
true nature, entailing numberless calamities, and 
finally ending in death and misery. 

Though God was displeased with the sin of men, 
he pitied them, and in his great compassion revealed 
the way of salvation, but they became more and 
more involved in evil customs and habits. They 
knew the truth, but forgot and despised it. Yet God 
bore it all with infinite patience and forbearance for 

_many ages. He wanted to save men, but they would 
not obey him. At length the time arrived for the 
fulfillment of His gracious promise, which was in the 
first year of the first Han dynasty, when God’s Holy 

Spirit specially influenced the Virgin Mary, of the 

town of Bethlehem in Judea, and in this way 
sent his only Son to be her son, appointing his

name to be Jesus, which means the Saviour of the 
world. 

He was born a divine spiritual being. He grew up 
holy and intelligent. During his whole life there was 
not the slightest taint of sin in his life and character. 
He perfectly obeyed the will of God, preaching his 
doctrine, doing his works, and so attained the stand- 
ard of complete moral excellence. It was all con- 
firmatory of His divine mission, that he came from 
heaven and was sent by God. The subject on which 
he chiefly discoursed was the redemption of men 
from sin, and thus he fulfilled the duties of his sacred 
office as the Saviour. 

But it was not simply during His life that He 
furnished proof of His divine mission. He died on 
the cross, was buried, and in three days rose again 
and ascended to heaven. He lived, fully obeyed the 
divine command, and saved the world. He died, 
atoned for sin and saved mankind. His divine com- 
mission was carried out to the utmost, and the duties 
implied in the name Jesus were accomplished to the 
end. All this has been confirmed in after generations 
without the shadow of a doubt, and on account of it, 
His disciples were able to execute their Lord’s com- 
mand to preach the gospel in every place and spread 
abroad the sacred doctrine, calling men to a sense of 
sin, to believe and repent, and so obtain forgiveness 
and peace. It is in this way that men can become 
pure in heart and life, enter into fellowship with God, 
and enjoy the happiness of eternal life. 

These things are all recorded in the sacred Scrip- 
tures which are called the New Testament. It is di- 
vided into twenty-seven parts, the first four of which 
bear the names of Matthew, Mark, Luke, and John. 
These were disciples of Jesus, and authors of the 
works in question. They narrate the incidents of His 
birth, what He said and did in the course of His 
ministry, His death and ascension. Then follow the 
Acts of the Apostles, detailing the particulars of their 
life and labors. Next is a series of letters sent by the 
apostles to various churches and others, explanatory 
of the doctrine they taught and the duties @onnected 
therewith. The last section is called the “Revelation,” 
which indicates in mysterious language and form the 
history of the Christian Church from its rise to its 
consummation. At the close, the final judgment of 
the world is described, the separation of the evil and 
the good, with their respective awards, and thus the 
sacred volume of the New Testament is completed. 

In these twenty seven sections the doctrine of 
Jesus is brought before us for the benefit of his disci- 
ples, that they may truly believe in it, diligently ob- 
serve it, and earnestly follow its sacred teachings. 
Outside of this book is there any other that can be 
compared with it? None. In the world there are 
many treatises on morality and other subjects, which 
are all the product of the human mind, but this book 
is the production of God’s Holy Spirit, inspiring the 
minds of wise and holy men, and who spoke and 
wrote accordingly. : 

This volume is called the New Testament. And 
why? Prior to it there was the Old Testament, con- 
sisting of thirty-nine sections, and made during one 
thousand years and more before the advent of Christ. 
It was the work of prophets and holy men, and be- 
gins with an account of God’s creating the heavens

and the earth, the history of our first parents, and 
the events that followed in after years in anticipation 
of and preparatory to Christ’s second coming for the 
salvation of men. It relates what His life and actions 
were to be, and in a manner that can be fully authen- 
ticated and confirmed. It is entitled the Old Testa- 
ment in conformity to the name of the New, and the 
term denotes the arrangement or covenant of grace 
into which God entered with his only Son, Jesus 
Christ, for the salvation of the world. 

After this examination of the Old Testament, we 
ought the more diligently to study the New, and so 
become acquainted with the events of earlier and 
later times in reference to moral character and life, 
the benefit of which would be considerable. Some 
may ask, What benefit would accrue from the study ? 
Our reply is that these Scriptures are all given by in- 
spiration of God and are profitable for self-correc- 
tion, for instruction and guidance in the way of right- 
eousness, that men may serve God with all their 
powers of body and soul, and that they may know 
Him who is infinite perfectionand who has thus 
manifested His glory and displayed His wonderful 
work for the salvation of men from future misery. 

How magnificent is this! The doctrine of high 
heaven, though speechless, is not without words; 
though unheard, yet has a voice; and its speechless 
words reach through all the earth, and its unheard 
voice pervades the universe. Its law is perfect, re- 
viving the soul. Its testimony is sure, making wise 
the simple. Its statutes are right, rejoicing the heart. 
Its commandments are pure, enlightening the eyes. 
Its teachings are holy, enduring forever. Its judg- 
ments are just and righteous altogether. And on this 
account every student of this book, who thoroughly 
believes in it, will in the present life worship God 
alone and love men as himself. He will receive the 
gracious help of God, he will seek the salvation that 
is in Jesus Christ, and enjoy the guidance of the 
Holy Spirit. All kinds of happiness will descend 
upon him, and manifold harbingers of bliss will crowd 
around him. As to his future life, he will beforehand 
anticipate his ascension to heaven, where he will have 
boundless felicity forever. 

These are verifications of the benefits accruing 
from the sacred doctrine we have been considering, 
but how can words or thoughts possibly exhaust 
them? The New Testament has just been repro- 
duced, and we have taken occasion to- state its pro- 
found meaning in this manner. 


TRANSLATION OF THE LETTER ADDRESSED TO THE 


EMPRESS DOWAGER, WHICH ACCOMPANIED THE 
NEW TESTAMENT, 


To the Empress Dowager’s Most Excellent Majesty : 
_Mapame: Your Imperial Majesty having, by di- 
vine appointment, undertaken the government of 
China in times of unparalleled internal and external 
trouble, and having by your great energy and wis- 
dom restored profound peace throughout the whole 
Empire and established friendly relations with all 
nations, has called forth the admiration not only of 
your own subjects but those of other nations far and 
wide as well. 


Among the many just laws which your Majesty has 
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established, not the least is that which commands the 
same protection to your Christian subjects as to those 
of all other religions; therefore, we, a few thousand 
Protestant Christian women throughout the various 
provinces of your Empire, though mostly poor, can- 
not let the auspicious occasion of your Imperial 
Majesty’s 60th birthday pass without testifying our 
loyalty and admiration. We do so by presenting your 
Majesty with the New Testament, which is the princi- 
pal classic of our holy religion, namely, the religion 
of Jesus Christ, which is the only religion that practi- 
cally aims at the salvation of the whole world from 
sin and suffering. The truths in this volume have 
brought peace of heart and purity of life, with hope of 
everlasting happiness, to countless millions. It has 
also given to Christian nations the just laws and 
stable government which are at the root of their tem- 
poral prosperity and power. On this account we 
hear it is a custom in the West to present empresses, 
queens, and princesses with a copy of this book on 
happy occasions in their lives, 

We, Christians in your Empire, constantly and fer- 
vently pray that your Highness and all the members 
of the imperial household may also get possession of 
this secret of true happiness to the individual, and 
prosperity to the nation, so that China may not be 
behind any nation.on the earth. We also fervently 
pray that your Imperial Majesty may long be spared 
to help, by your wise counsel, in the government of 
China, and when your work on this earth is finished, 
you may have a happy entrance into the glorious 
home prepared for all those who carry out the benefi-. 
cient will of Heaven.

FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 


BrAzIL.—Mr. Tucker writes : 


Our depository continues to be a success. Every 
day numbers of people stand at our large show 
window and read the open Bible. Some become in- 
terested and come in to buy, I regard this as one of 
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the best investments we have made; the expense is 


comparatively small, and the actual sales aré very 
good. The Bible Society and its work are becoming 
better known and appreciated in Rio and throughout 
Brazil as never before. Recently there appeared in 
one of the most prominent daily papers of the city a 
very interesting and somewhat extensive notice of 
the work we are doing. I feel more and more en- 
couraged in our work. I believe we are fast entering 
upon a grand work that will increase in power and 
influence throughout this whole republic. I am con- 
fident we shall see a large increase in the circulation 
of the Scriptures in this country within the next five 
years, 


NEEDS AN EXPLANATION. 


. A correspondent calls attention to the report of an 
address recently made at a missionary meeting in 
this city, in which the speaker was understood to 
assert that the circulation of the Bible is prohibited 
in Brazil in consequence of the high price demanded 
for it. “None of our missionaries have been able to 
find a Bible in Brazil cheaper than $14, and it ranges in 
price from this to $20.” Very evidently all that the 
speaker had in mind was the Roman Catholic Bible, 
forgetting, or at least failing to mention, the large cir- 
culation now effected by the Bible Societies, and the 
very low prices at which they are enabled to supply 
their editions to all classes of the people. 

As an offset to the indifference of the Roman Cath- 
olic authorities to the circulation of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, it should be stated that in 1893 the representa- 
tives of the American Bible Society sold in Brazil 
about 15,000 Bibles, Testaments, and Portions, and of 
the entire number there were 4,848 complete Bibles. 
The price of these volumes varied from five cents to 
$I 25, and the entire proceeds of sales were $4,323 30, 
or less than thirty cents a volume on an average. 
The colporteurs of the Society visited/38,000 families 


in 418 towns and villages, and gave to 140,009 persons - 


an opportunity to provide themselves with a Bible or 
Testament at the lowest prices. The Christians of 
the United States are thus doing something to pro- 
mote among the people in Brazil who profess to be 
followers of Christ a better knowledge, of the Scrip- 
tures, which contain all that it is necessary for one to 
know in relation to the life eternal. 


COSTLY OR CHEAP, 


At the recent sale in Boston of a remarkable library 
collected years ago by the late Mr. George Liver- 
more, one small pamphlet of sixteen pages was offered 


_ to the highest bidder, and, after a sharp competition, 


was sold for the round sum of one thousand dollars. 


It was a rare specimen of the original edition of the 
‘‘Souldiers’ Pocket Bible,” printed in London for the 


_use of the army in 1643, soon after the commence- 
- ment of the civil war, and composed ofa selection of 


saiteakiaeiiel 


texts from the so-called Genevan version of the 
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Bible. It is understood to have found its way 
to the Lenox Library in this city, and the only 
other copy known to be in existence is in the British 
Museum. 

A reprint of this volume by the American Tract 
Society was offered at the same time, and twenty- 
three copies were sold at seven cents each. For the 
practical purposes of life they were as good as the 
Original, and much cheaper. 

The New Testament presented to the Empress 
Dowager of China in November last by 10,000 Chris- 
tian Protestant women residing in her country, is a 
specimen of the finest printing ever done in China, 
and the cost of the gift, including printing and bind- 
ing and the appropriate boxes, was twelve hundred 
dollars. Such an outlay may do for royalty and as an 
expression of admiration for a remarkable woman ; 
but we have great satisfaction in saying that the same 
gospel story in its complete form, though without the 
accessories of plush and silver and gold, is offered to 
all her subjects throughout the vast Middle Kingdom, 
and no one of them need be ignorant of its contents 
for lack of means to pay the nominal price of two or 
three cents at which the Chinese New Testament is 
sold. 


PERSIA. 


TEHERAN, October 29, 1894. 

In coming here from Teheran I passed through two 
important cities, Sultanabad and Goom. The former 
contains about 60,000 inhabitants, and is said to be 
growing rapidly. It is the centre of a fine country, 
with many tributary towns and villages. The streets 
are wide and laid out at right angles. We have had 
colporteurs here, and | shall try tosendagain. Goom 
is not so large, but in the eyes of the Persians it is 
much more important as a sacred city with the shrine 
of Fatima. The mosque is very fine and large, and 
its high dome, covered with plates of gold, is a shin- 
ing mark for pilgrims many miles away. I was told 
that oftentimes 5,000 pilgrims come and go ina day. 
They stop on their way to Mashad, and again on their 
return. We have a new man canvassing in and about 
this city. 

In Teheran much building is going on. Our sales 
keep up fairly well. I hada long conversation with 
our man who has been canvassing Khorasan, who, 
poor fellow, was robbed of about forty dollars on his 
way to Teheran. He is a convert from Islam and 
has to encounter much opposition in his work, being 
often in danger of his-life. 

The mention of his being robbed reminds me of 
my meeting a similar experience on this journey. At 
a post-house two stations from here, on the road to 
Goom, my valise with all my wearing apparel and 
other articles amounting in value to about $78 was 
stolen. At the request of our vice-consul I have 
made out a list and given it to him, and have his as- 
surance that he will use his best endeavors to recover 
the stolen articles. But we live in Persia and I have 
little expectation of ever seeing them again.

DEAR BROTHER: 

Inclosed you will find a check for $617 48, the same 
being avails of Gilbert Islands Testaments and Bibles 
donated by the American Bible Society to the Micro- 
nesian Mission of the American Board. A part of this 
money comes from the accrued interest on a perma- 
nent fund held in trust by the Hawaiian Board which 
has been expended in the purchase of Bibles to be 
distributed gratuitously, in whole or in part, by Mrs. 
Captain Garland, among the very poor of the Gilbert 
Islands during the present voyage of the “ Morning 
Star’ in that group. It gives me great pleasure to 
forward this check, and may it come to your noble 
Society as a Christmas expression of good-will and 
thanks from the Gilbert Islands Mission for the liberal 
aid of your Society in giving to that poor and be- 
nighted people the word of God. We hope that on 
the return of the “Morning Star,” about the rst of 
May, we may be permitted to send you another 
check from our Mission. 

You will be glad to know that the Hawaiian Board 
has voted to publish the Gilbert Islands Bible Dic- 
tionary, upon which I have been more or less en- 
gaged since November, 1893. In addition to the 
definitions of some 375 words of foreign origin which 
were needed in the Gilbert Islands version of the 
Bible, I have prepared a brief table of contents of the 
Bible, to which is attached a concordance of about 
400 names of persons and places. All this will make 
a book of about ninety pages, of the same size as the 
Bible. The edition will consist of 1,000 copies, and 
we hope to have it ready to be sent out about the 
ist of June. 

I feel very thankful to our heavenly Father that he 
has granted me sufficient strength during the past 
year to prepare this book, and my prayer is that it 
may tend to aid, in some degree, an ignorant people 
in the better understanding of the word of life.

A VISIT TO A HOSPITAL IN TOKYO; 


BY REV. HENRY LOOMIS. 
YOKOHAMA, November 27, 1891. 

Having received permission from the War Depart- 
ment to visit the sick and wounded Chinese prisoners 
in the Red Cross Hospital in Tokyo, I went there 
yesterday. At my request Dr. McCartee, who has 
been in the mission work for fifty years, and has 
spent most of that time in China, went with me. As 
he was able to converse with the men in their own 
tongue it was peculiarly pleasing to them, and added 
much to the interest and value of the visit. 

We were met by a man connected with the War 
Department, who said he had been directed to act as 
our guide and interpreter. He told us that he was a 
believer in Christianity, and was apparently interested 
in our object. He kindly gathered all who could 
come into one room, where Dr. McCartee gave them 
a short talk about the books we had brought and the 
object of our visit. Then a Gospel of Mark in the 
Ningpo Colloquial was presented to each one, and 
some complete New Testaments to those who could 
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read them. Three of the men were Mohammedans, 
but all received the books with evident pleasure and 
many expressions of thanks. 

Our guide volunteered to send Scriptures to the 
prisoners who are uninjured and are kept at some 
place distant from the city. He also gave me a list of 
the different locations where prisoners are kept and 
the number at each place, and has promised to get 
me permission to visit and distribute Scriptures 
among them all. There are now about 700 of these 
men in Japan, but if all are brought here who have 
been captured in the recent battles there will bea 
great opportunity for Bible distribution. 

I am delighted beyond measure at this remarkable 
opening. This spirit of charity and readiness to co- 
operate in religious work is certainly one of the most 
surprising and hopeful things that I have witnessed 
since I came to Japan in 1879. It is my purpose to go. 
to Hiroshima again, and also to visit different places 
where the Chinese prisoners are kept. 


LETTER FROM JAPAN. 


HrrosHima, November 23, 1891. 

The city of Hiroshima is to-day the centre of both 
political and military activity in Japan. There the 
Emperor and his Cabinet are gathered, and there 
the troops are being mustered before their departure 
for the seat-of war. Occupying such an important 
position in the present condition of the country, it 
seemed to be very desirable to see what could be 
done there in a religious way. In other towns and 
cities the public mind is so absorbed by the war that 
Bible circulation as well as all Christian work is hin- 
dered, and in some cases almost brought to a stand- 
still, And so to find out what was the condition of 
things I have just visited Hiroshima and other places 
that were on or near the route and needing attention. 

From the outset of my journey I have been struck 
by what is apparently a more friendly and cordial 
feeling toward foreigners, and especially missionaries. 
The treaty made with England and the prospect of 
the same with other Christian countries has evidently 
removed some of the feeling that foreigners were un- 
just, and actuated by prejudice and selfishness rather 
than principles of right and justice. And then the 
lives of so many missionaries in various parts of the 
land have made an impression on many minds that 
there is one class of people who are their true friends 
and can be trusted. 

At three different places I was permitted to visit 
the hospitals containing the Chinese sick and. 
wounded who had been captured in battle or had — 
fallen into Japanese hands. While the Japanese un- ~ 
der similar circumstances would have been beheaded, 
and perhaps tortured, these men were in every case 
treated just as the Japanese treat their own soldiers, 
and that includes every needed comfort and the best 
medical care. The men are certainly better provided 
for than if they were among their own people, and if 
not grateful, as they seem to be, are at least happy 
and contented. ; 

In such a state of mind they are very accessible, 
and to all human appearance this is a most fortunate _ 
and favorable opportunity to give them the gospel. 
Very providentially we have some copies of the 
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Chino-Japanese New Testaments, and they were most 
gladly and gratefully received. Only a few of their 
number are able to read, but I was promised that 
they would teach the others what they had learned. 

These men come from widely different parts of 
China, and it is certain that they will return to their 
own land with very different ideas of the people 
whom they have hitherto called barbarians. They 
have also received most powerful and practical dem- 
onstration of the blessings that flow from the influ- 
ence of Christianity. When I asked a Chinese 
colonel at Hiroshima what he thought of Christian- 
ity, and if he understood the significance of the red 
cross that was on the sleeve of every patient, he 
replied that he realized that it was the teachings of 
Christ that made people kind to their enemies, and 
he was ready to accept much of what he had learned 
both from the missionaries whom he had heard in 
his own country and also what he had read in the 
New Testament, which he had received and was 
reading very carefully. 

It is confidently hoped that much can be done 
among the sick and wounded Japanese. Permission 
has been given by the authorities to distribute 
Scriptures in the hospitals, and one of the physicians 
at Hiroshima volunteered to distribute the Gospels 
which I had brought so as to have them fall into the 
hands of those who would read and prize them most. 
There were between seventeen and eighteen hundred 
patients in Hiroshima alone, and it was reported 
that some twelve hundred more were expected in 
the course of a few days. 

But not the sick and wounded alone are in need of 
help and sympathy. I should judge that there were 
not less than 20,000 men in and, around Hiroshima 
waiting for orders to be sent to the seat of war. 
Among them are a considerable number of Chris- 
tians, and the prospects of the privations and dangers, 
as well as death, make them cling all the more closely 
to their faith. All of these are greatly rejoiced to get 
small and convenient copies of the New Testament to 
carry with them. 

No one can see the hundreds and thousands walk- 
ing the streets, standing on guard or at drill, without 
being impressed with the fact that they are a select 
and superior body of men. During three days and 
four nights in and about the city I did not see a single 
case of drunkenness or disorder. Their deportment 
was universally quiet and respectful, and no better 
material can be found in Japan for Christians to work 
among. 

A committee was appointed to take in hand the 
work of Bible distribution, and systematic and united 
effort is to be made to supply a copy of the New 
Testament to every soldier who desires it. 

Looking at some of the fields the state of the Bible 
work is discouraging. But these are extraordinary 
times, and owing to the energy that has been dis- 
played in the war, as well as the great sacrifice of 
money and men, it is inevitable that for the present 
religious work should be overshadowed by the ex- 
citement incident to conflict. It seems now that in 
the end it will be recognized as the hand of God in

ing up both Korea and China for the coming of the 
kingdom of Christ.

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P. S.—Permission has been received to distribute 
Scriptures among the Chinese who are in the Red 
Cross Hospital in Tokyo. A request has also come 
from Hiroshima that I should come there again and 
personally superintend the work of Bible distribution. 
It is thought to be sufficiently important to warrant 
more time and attention than the committee are able 
to give.

DISTRICT 


GEORGIA AND FLortpA.—November 2d I spent in 
La Grange, preaching in the morning at the Methodist 
Church, and at night attending the anniversary of the 
Troup County Bible Society, which was held in the 
Presbyterian Church.

A donation of $100 was made to the 
Parent Society. 

Tazewell County held its fifty-eighth anniversary at 
Pekin, in the German Evangelical Church (St. Paul’s), 
Sabbath evening, November 25th.

Rock County, Richland County, Green County, 
Kewaunee County, Dodgeville, and Waupun Socie- 
ties held their annual meetings, which were occasions 
of interest beyond those of former years. In nearly 
every case the church where the union ‘service was 
held could not accommodate the people wishing to 
attend. 

MINNESOTA AND NORTH AND SOUTH DAKOTA.— 
The Sundays in November were spent at Wadena, 
Albert Lea, Minneapolis, and Faribault, and a Bible 
‘society meeting was attended at each point. 

The Wadena County Bible Society held an inter- 
esting meeting in the Congregational Church of 
Wadena, on the 4th inst., the pastors and your Super- 
intendent taking part in the services. The deposi- 
tory of this society is in good hands, and the esteemed 
treasurer, Dr. John Knight, takes pains to circulate 
the Bible free of expense to the local society.

The students—3o0o 
or 400o—each have a Bible and use it, and the profes- 
sors set the example. The American Bible Society 
is prominent among the benevolent objects supported 
by this college. The collection on Thanksgiving 
Day is always devoted to this work. 


New York.—Madison, Otsego, and South Seneca 
County Auxiliaries held their anniversaries this 
month. The meeting of Madison County was spec- 
ially important, since steps were taken looking to a 
canvass in the near future. This society passed ap- 
propriate resolutions respecting the death of Rev. 
David Torrey, D.D., its beloved president, who for 
many years took a deep interest in Bible work. 

The Otsego County Auxiliary held its meeting at 
Laurens, and its exercises were of much interest. 

The Rennssalaer County Society is pushing the 
work ; its president is arranging for a personal visita- 
tion of the churches, hoping to increase the interest 
and secure more liberal offerings. 

The canvass of several towns in Saratoga County, 
by Rev. E. A. Mirick, is completed. The churches 
are liberally contributing for this work. 

The South Seneca County Society held its anniver- 
sary at Lodi. An interesting address was delivered 
by Rev. W. W. Weller, of Geneva. This society, 
though occupying a small territory, contributes lib- 
erally each year, and several churches make liberal 
offerings beside.

NEw JERSEY, DELAWARE, AND STATEN ISLAND.— 
‘Seven of the county auxiliaries have held annual 
meetings in November. I have attended and ad- 
dressed all of them, excepting Hudson County, which 
was held on November ist, the same date as the 
annual meeting in Monmouth County. The latter 
meeting was largely attended and brim full of enthu- 
siasm. 

I visited Newark, Del., the first Sabbath in the 
month, and presented our cause in the Presbyterian 
and Methodist Episcopal Churches. The Middlesex 
County Bible Society held its annual meeting No- © 
vember 8th, in the Second Reformed Church of New — 
Brunswick. A severe storm prevented a large at- 
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tendance, but a year of excellent work has been 
done. A large portion of the county has been can- 
vassed during the year. 

On November 15th the Ocean County Bible Society 
met at Tuckerton, with a fair attendance, and the re- 
ports show the largest receipts for several years. 

The best annual meeting in my knowledge of At- 
lantic County was held at Pleasantville on the 20th. 
A vigorous and successful canvass of the county is in 
progress; over 2,000 families having been visited 
already, and the work will probably be completed 
the coming year.

New Cas- 
tle County, which constitutes the territory of that 
auxiliary, has been quite fully canvassed during the 
year. | spent the last Sabbath in the month at 
Asbury and Scott Methodist Episcopal Churches, in 
Wilmington, preaching to large congregations at both 
churches, : 

Cape May County Bible Society met at Tuckahoe 
on the 27th, and the occasion was one of more than 
ordinary interest. I am glad to report a much better 
condition in our work in that county. 


NORTH AND SOUTH CAROLINA.—The first Sabbath 
of this month I spent at Piedmont, S.C., a large cot- 
ton manufacturing town, where I addressed the Pres- 
byterian Sunday school in the morning on our Sun- 
day school supply, and had many apply for Bibles; 
preached in the Methodist Church to the united Meth- 
odist and Presbyterian congregations on the use of 
the Bible; and at night, again, in the Baptist Church, 
addressed the three congregations and organized a 
Bible committee. 

I also visited the South Carolina Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, where I was 
most cordially received by the brethren ; addressed 
the Conference, assisted the committee on Bible 
cause in preparing its report, and received many 
contributions for the cause. The third Sabbath I 
preached at the Central Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Spartanburg, and took up a collection for the Bible 
cause. On the next Wednesday I repaired to the 
Western North Carolina Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, at Statesville, N. C., where 
again I was treated most cordially; received many 
contributions, addressed the Conference, and aided 
the committee in its report. The interest shown by 
this Conference in the Bible cause this year is truly 
gratifying, most of the pastors bringing up collections 
and the Conference, as a whole, raising for this pur- 
pose more than double the amount ever raised before. 


OREGON, WASHINGTON, IDAHO, MONTANA, AND 
Urau.—On Friday evening, November 2d, I attended 
the annual meeting of the Spokane County Bible So- 
ciety, at Spokane, Wash. 

On Tuesday evening, the 6th, I attended a very in- 
teresting Bible meeting at the Presbyterian Church at 
Moscow, Idaho. 

On Thursday evening, the 8th, I attended the an- 
nual meeting of the Whitmore County Bible Society 
at the Methodist Episcopal Church in Colfax, Wash. 

_ Sabbath, the 11th, I was at Dayton, Wash. I 
preached at the Methodist Episcopal Church in the 
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morning, and addressed a union Bible meeting at the 
same church in the evening. 

While the collections for the Bible cause have not 
been large at those meetings, I am glad to report a 
favorable increase in the sales of Bibles by the vari- 
ous depositaries during the year. 

Trexas.—This month I visited for official purposes 
seven Bible societies and attended the anniversaries 
of three auxiliaries. On the first Sunday of Novem- 
ber I visited the anniversary of the Houston German 
Bible Society, and it was well attended. It has estab- 
lished a branch society. All the exercises of the 
meeting were in German, except my address. The 
music was fine. Three of the pastors made ad- 
dresses. The worthy president, Rev. William Hack- 
mann, had a carefully prepared programme, which 
delighted the audience. This auxiliary united with 
the English one, located in Houston City, in employ- 
ing a colporteur for four months. The work was 
commenced under difficulties, and its successful ter- 
mination is gratifying to these auxiliaries. The col- 
lections raised for the work exceeded the entire cost 
of colporteur’s salary, expenses, and value of Bibles 
donated to the poor. 

On the second Sunday was Johnson County anni- 
versary ; it was a pleasant and successful meeting. 
A donation was made to the Parent Society, and 
steps were taken toward supplying its field. 

On the fourth Sunday I was with Lancaster Auxili- 
ary, in Dallas County. The meeting was encourag- 
ing. The same day Burnet County Auxiliary held 
its anniversary. It has established an active branch 
society at Marble Falls, of that county. 

I visited six ecclesiastical bodies, which received 
me with Christian cordiality and heartily indorsed 
the work of the American Bible Society. The offer- 
ings from these bodies will largely exceed those of 
last year. The Northwest Texas Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, deserves special 
mention. Its contributions to the Bible cause this 
year are nearly double those of last year. 


THE SIOUX INDIANS. 


Dr. John P. Williamson, of the Dakota Presbyterian 
Mission, writing to the Society for a new supply of 
Bibles for distribution in his mission work among the 
Indians, makes the following statements concerning 
their present condition and the changes which have 
been wrought since Christian men began to give 
them the gospel of Christ: 

The Indians speaking the Sioux or Dakota lan- 
guage now number about 33,000; of whom, 27,000 are . 
in the United States, and the remainder in Canada. 
This is the largest Indian tribe in the country, and 
probably the largest on the continent. There are 
also more Indians reading the Dakota Bible than 
any other Indian Bible. 

It is sixty years since the first missionaries, under 
the direction of the A. B. C.F. M., were sent to the 
Dakota Indians. Asan outgrowth of this beginning, 
we have now among this people eighteen Presbyte- 
rian churches with a membership of 1,200, and ten 
Congregational churches with a membership of 670. 
There are also about as many outstations occupied by 
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these bodies which give promise of soon developing 
into churches. 

The Dakotas were one of the most warlike tribes 
on the continent, as late as twenty years ago, requiring 
a large part of our standing army to hold them in 
check. They were also very idolatrous, worshiping 
the sun, stones, and almost every object of nature. 
Through the teachings of the Bible a wonderful 
change has been produced. Where a quarter of a 
century ago every man was dressed as a savage and 
covered with arms, all are now decently clothed and 
carry no more arms than the average citizen of our 
country. Some parts of the tribe have renounced 
idolatry. At Flandreau, Santee Agency, and Sisse- 
ton Agency, as large a proportion of the Indians are 
members of the church as in the average towns of 
the Eastern States. At Yankton Agency, Crow 
Creek, Lower Brule, and Devil’s Lake, a majority are 
counted as belonging to some Christian congrega- 
tion. At the remaining five Sioux Agencies, the 
majority are heathen, but at every place Christianity 
is making rapid progress. At Standing Rock there 
has been a wonderful work of grace during the past 
two years.

WILLIAM CAREY AS A TRANSLATOR. 
BY REV. A. T. PIERSON, D.D. 


The publication of the first Bengali Testament was 
an event scarcely less momentous than the baptism 
of Krishnu, Carey’s first convert. Carey had gone to 
India impressed with the conviction that no work was 
more important as a handmaid to the preaching of 
the gospel than the translation of that gospel into 
the native tongues of India. 

We often forget, as we speak of missionaries, that 
the printed Bible is the greatest missionary in the 
world, and that the Bible society is the greatest of 
missionary societies. The Bible never dies, or grows 
old or feeble ; it is as young after thousands of years 
as ever; never is prostrated by disease, never acts 
indiscreetly or proves unequal to the strain of work, 
never dabbles in politics, or enters into unhappy mar- 
ital alliances, or commits any other of the thousand 
mistakes of fallible mortals. 

As early as 1796 Carey had put on record his belief 
that the translation of the Scriptures is one of the 
grandest aids to missions, and his opinion is singularly 
verified in the fact that no missions have ever been 
permanently useful and successful unless the Bible 
has thus been given to the people. If there be any 
service singularly rendered to the Oriental peoples 
by Carey, which makes his work unique, it is his re- 
markable success in bringing the vernacular Bible 
into contact with one sixth of the world’s population. 
When, on February 7th, 1801, the New Testament 
appeared in the Bengali dialect, a special meeting for 
thanksgiving was held, and that day stands out and 
apart as memorable as when Dr. Hepburn presented 
the Japanese with the Scriptures in their own tongue. 
This was but the beginning, however, of Carey’s work 
as a translator. 

Within two months of landing he had begun on 
Genesis, and soon was doing a chapter a day... As he 
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translated he read what he had written, to hundreds 
of the natives, to find how far it was intelligible and 
accurate. His greatest difficulty was the incapacity 
of the language to eapress spiritual ideas, but the 
plodder again triumphed. Before the close of 1795 
he began his great grammar and dictionary. By the 
middle of 1796 he had almost completed the Penta- 
teuch and the New Testament. By March, 1797, the 
New Testament was ready for final revision, and pub- 
lished in 1801. In 1809 the Bengali version was com- 
pleted. This was but the beginning rather than the 
end, and, however much he owed to the help of his 
colleagues in the mission, it still remains true that the 
Bengali, Hindustani, and Sanskrit he translated with 
his own hand. In 1825 he stated that the New Testa- 
ment would shortly appear in ¢hirly-four languages, 
and the Old Testament in ezgh¢ (besides versions in 
three varieties of the Hindustani New Testament), 
and of these he had translated several and superin- 
tended all. 

In 1812 fire ravaged the mission press, destroyed 
fonts of type, valuable manuscripts, thirty pages of the 
Bengal Dictionary, and all the materials gathered for 
years for the dictionary of all languages derived trom 
the Sanskrit. The total loss was $50,000, yet God so 
interposed that the friends at home in fifty days made 
up the whole loss so far as money could repair it. 

At the time of Carey’s death the Scriptures entire, 
or in part, had been zsswved in forty languages or dia- 
Zects, and within nine years nearly 100,000 volumes, 
including 31,000,000 pages, had passed through the 
mission press. No wonder that in 1875 Dr. Wenger 
said: “It passes my comprehension how Dr. Carey 
was able to accomplish one fourth of his translations.” 
It still remains a mystery how one man could have 
done such a work, and he an apostate from the awl. 
—The Missionary Review of the World.

wood, about to undertake a voyage along the coast 
of Venezuela and up the valley of the Orinoco ; from 
Mr. Whipple, returned to Tabreez after a long and 
hard journey to Hamadan; from Mr. Prince, of St. 
Petersburg, respecting affairs in Eastern Asia; from 
Mr. Carrington, on a tour to the western coast of 


Siam; and from Mr. Bowen, concerning arrange- 
ments in Egypt. 


On recommendation of the Committee on Distribu- 


tion, grants of Bibles, Testaments, and Portions were 
made to the value of about $1,809, including $1,000 
for colportage in the United States. 


The issues from the Bible House in December 


were 106,870 volumes ; issues since April rst, 1894, 
750,453 volumes.

EARLY BIBLES OF AMERICA: 


Bible Society. 


Being a descriptive aecount 
of Bibles published in the United States, Mexico, and Canada. 
By Rey. John Wright, D.D., Rector of St. Paul’s Church, 
St. Paul, Minn. Third edition, revised and enlarged. New 
York, Thomas Whittaker, 1894. 8vo, pp. 483. 

Since the first issue of this work in 1892 Dr. Wright has 
made diligent research in many public and private libraries 
in the United States and Mexico, and has accumulated much 
additional material relating to translators, editors, and pub- 
lishers of the Holy Scriptures. This large compilation of 
facts, with appendixes and index, makes his enlarged volume 
very useful as a hand-book to the librarian and collector. 
By extensive correspondence the editor has succeeded in 
“locating”? no less than 125 copies of the Eliot Indian version, 
131 copies of the three editions of the Saur German Bible 
(1743, 1763, and 1776), and 32 copies of the first English Bible 
printed in the United States, that of Aitken in 1782. Healso 
gives a list of prices actually paid for some of these rare 
books, those for the Aitken Bible ranging from $20 to $650, 
the Saur Bib’e from $50 to $330, and the Eliot Bible from 
$140 to $2,900 a copy. It is perhapsa pity that the dates at 
which these prices were paid are not stated, as all such 
fancy prices are liable to great fluctuations, as appears from 
the fact that while this volume was passing through the 
press, the two editions of the Eliot Bible brought at auction 
in Boston $450 and $140 each, and a copy of the Saur Bible, 
$75. : 

In 1861 Dr. E. B. O’Callaghan published a “‘ List of Editions 


_of the Holy Scriptures and Parts thereof printed in America 


previous to 1860.”” The thoroughness with which Dr. Wright 
has done his work is evinced by an appendix containing a 
list of more than five hundred titles that seem to have 
escaped the notice of Dr. O’Callaghan. Very likely, how- 
ever, some of these are only variants of stereotype editions. 

It must be through inadvertence that the author allows 
himself to speak, once and again, of ‘‘English Polyglot 
Bibles,’ the only justification of the term being a binder’s 


_ blunder in lettering a pocket reference Bible reprinted 


from a true polyglot. 

One of the appendixes contains a long list of various 
editions from 1678 to 1861, with the prices which are sup- 
posed to bave been obtained for them. It cannot be re- 
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garded as very helpful. Dealers in second-hand books may 
perhaps keep their prices up to this mark, but at the recent 
sale of the Livermore library in Boston, the average prices 
were about two fifths of those given by Dr. Wright, and 
some of the books brought less than a tenth of his estimate 
of their market value. 

Dr. Wright’s book suggests various lines of inquiry out- 
side the limits which he set for himself. Reading of succes- 
sive editions of the Eliot Bible and the Saur Bible, one 
naturally asks why so much was done for a single tribe 
of Indians, and for them alone? Why the Germans rather 
than the Dutch and the French had editions of the Scrip- 
tures printed in their mother tongue? Why the Latin Bible 
was never reproduced on this side of the Atlantic, if indeed 
it has been to this day? And why, while so much was ac- 
complished for Algonquin natives and German immigrants, 
every scheme for printing the Bible in English, up to the 
time of the Declaration of Independence, fell to the 
ground? Inquiries like these will be fostered by the facts 
which Dr. Wright has so diligently compiled. 

LA SACRA BIBBIA: Tradotta in Lingua Italiana da Giovanni 
Diodati di Nation Lucchese. Claudian Press, Florence, 
1894. pp. 1,274. 

This new and beautiful edition of the Italian Bible has 
been prepared with the greatest care, and has been five 
years in passing through the press. The text of the original 
edition of Diodati has been revised and divided into sections 
and paragraphs, the poetical parts being printed in parallel 
lines. The references also have been examined, one by one, 
and additional ones inserted. A set of eight maps of su- 
perior quality, and better than anything that had appeared 
in Italian, has been printed in London to be bound up with 
the edition of the Bible, the whole work being brought out 
at the expense of the British and Foreign Bible Society. 


LE NOUVEAU TESTAMENT DE NOTRE SEIGNEUR J ESUS-CHRIST: 
Version d’Ostervald Révisée. Berger-Levrault et Cie. 
Paris, 1894. pp. 481. 

The evangelical churches of France are warmly attached 
to that version of the Bible which has come down to them 
from the 16th century, and in its present form is known as 
Ostervald’s. A revision has long been desired and contem- 
plated, and in 1884 the General Synod of the Reformed 
churches appointed a committee to undertake the work 
and carry it to completion. The edition now published is 
the work of a sub-committee, made up of pastors and theo- 
logians of different Protestant churches, of which MM. 
Bersier and Matter have been chairmen, and MM. Stapfer 
and Vermeil, secretaries. The text adopted in the main is 
that of Oscar de Gebhardt’s edition of Tischendorf. The 
expense of the first edition is borne by Berger, Levrault & 
Co., but after three years the version will become the 
property of the Bible Society of France. Work on the re- 
vision of the Old Testament is well advanced. 5
